High Spots In Inaugurations 
In Former Years Are Recalled 


(Editor’s

H. Earle, in 1935, and Governor 
A rthur H. James, in 1939.)

Harrisburg, Jan. 18 
(ZP)- T h e 
inaugurations of Goevmor George 
H. Earle, in 1935, and A rthur H. 
James, in 1939, were celebrations 
of political victories of more than 
usual significance 
but one inci­ 
dent stood out in each. 


From a spectator’s 
viewpoint, 
the big moment of tile Earle indue- j 
lion occurred as retiring Governor; 
Gifford Pinchot was leaving the in­ 
augural stand after the new gov- j 
•m o r had taken the oath. 
There was a momentary h u s h . 
before Earle started his inaugural! 
speech. 
Pinchot w as working his 
way through the crowd to leave 
the city. 
Then out of the crowd 
came a" shrill sand-paper voice: 
“So long Giffy!” 
The 
high 
spot 
of 
Governor 
Jam es’ inauguration was th at mo­ 
ment when he became chief execu­ 


tive of the keystone state and re­ 
signed from the 
state 
superior 
court 
all in the same breath. 
When Chief Justice 
John 
W. 
Kephart, of Pennsylvania admin­ 
istered the oath, Jam es said: 
“I do and I herewith submit my 
resignation as judge of the super­ 
ior court of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania.” 
The incoming Republican gover­ 
nor had clung to the judicial post, 
until the last moment, stating in 
answer to Democratic criticism, 
he did not wish to give the out­ 
going executive the privilege of 
appointing a new member of the 
court. 
Jam es thus named his own! 
successor. 
The Earle inauguration was the 
first time Democrats had elected a 
governor since 1883 and jubilant 
members of that party made the 
most of it. 
Many thousands came 
to the state capital for the trad i­ 
tional parade which blended a mil­ 
itary 
spectacle 
with 
colorful 
marching clubs. 
Even the national house of re­ 
presentatives 
then under Demo­ 
cratic control in the first Roose­ 
velt administration 
adjourned for 
the day so that members could a t­ 


tend. 
More th an IOO representa­ 
tives w ith some 200 others, includ­ 
ing high p a rty leaders, made the 
trip from W ashington in “the con­ 
gressional special” train. 
F o u r years later the political sit­ 
uation w as reversed. 
Republicans 
had turned back “the little New' 
Deal” of the Dem ocrats and they 
carne to H arrisbu rg to celebrate 
the event with just as much fan­ 
fare and ma rolling clubs. 
A side event was the double­ 
oath tak in g of Samuel S. Lewis 
as L ieutenant Governor. 
Presi­ 
dent Judge W illiam M. Hargest, of 
the D auphin County Court, admin­ 
istered the first oath to Lewis in 
the 
Lieutenant-G overnor's 
office. 
Then he w’ent to the senate cham­ 
ber where Jam es, still a superior 
court 
judge, 
administered it a 
second time. 
Lewis explained the 
double o ath-tak ing was a precauti­ 
onary m easure in case any ques­ 
tion arose about Jam es presiding 
a t the formal proceeding. 
Typical passages from the two 
inaugural speeches: 
E arle 
“My 
fundam ental 
con­ 
viction is th a t life m ust be made 
more secure for those millions who, 
by accident of birth, are left at 
the m ercy of economic forces.”

“Pennsylvania has spent 
re a rs of tim e and millions of dol­ 
lars In historical experimentations 
which have accomplished hut few 
of the benefits promised by their 
prom otors.”

GOVERNMENT SPENDING 
It is Congress’ privilege and duty to decide how 
$51,000,000,000 can be extracted annually out of a nat­ 
ional income 
that was $111,000,000,009 last year and 
may reach a peak of $145,OOO.OOO.OOO for the calendar 
year 1944. 
The Treasury of course w ill make suggestions. On 
the record, a spending tax starting at 20 per cent and 
working up to 85 per cent is expected to be proposed. 
Expenditures for basic necessities would be e xempt 
from the tax. Ten per cent would be considered as sav­ 
ings. refundable after the war. 
This is what Secretary M orgenthau proposed to the 
Senate last September, at which time 
the scheme was 
rejected as being too complicated. Treasury spokesmen 
have been talking up the idea ever since, and it is taken 
for granted that Mr. Morgenthau will bring his baby 
back this winter, perhaps with some new makeup to 
change its appearance a bit. 
There will be agitation for a forthright sales tax of 
perhaps IO per cent. Chairman George of the Senate 
Finance Committee would increase the Victory Tax to 
IO per cent and extend it to include corporations. 
Nobody yet seems to have proposed what would 
seem to be eminently simple, workable, and as produc­ 
tive as the paying ability of the nation's taxpayers can 
be made 
to stand. That is the idea of putting every­ 
thing but the kitchen sink into a straightforward pay- 
as-you-earn income tax bill. 
The merits of the income tax seldom are questioned. 
It is the one tax based on ability to pay. It could easily 
be redesigned to remove inequities accumulated over 
the past quarter-century. The rates can be manipulated 
withoout change in the machinery'. 
Unquestionably the income tax had about reached 
its limits until the pay-as-you-earn principle was sug­ 
gested and found immediate general favor. 
With the two wedded and tax rates fixed at such 
levels as would produce the necessary revenue, this one 
all-inclusive tax could be substituted for the 
present 
onerous pay-after-you’ve-spent-the-money income tax, 
the Victory Tax, and any other levies. 
There would still remain estate taxes, gift taxes, 
customs, presumably at least some excise taxes (though 
there might be a question why) and Social Security 
taxes. 
J 
Perhaps this idea is not as common sensible as it 
looks. But with all the schemes that are floating around, 
isn’t it worthy of consideration? 


COMMUNITY E F F O R T 
Before the Victory Book drive opened, the city of 
Norwalk, Conn., turned up 18,300 volumes from 46,000 
residents through a community drive which was highly 
organized and vigorously pressed. 
The city was subdivided according to the civilian 
defense map, with air raid wardens and Boy and Girl 
Scouts assigned to a door-to-door canvass. Red Cross 
motor corps cars called at houses on whose doorknobs 
white handkerchiefs were tied, took books to a cen­ 
tral warehouse, and there they were sorted and packed 
by voluntary workers from women’s organizations. 
There might be an idea for other cities. 


The mid-winter lull which has ruled for weeks on 
most of the major war fronts was savagely shattered 
over the weekend. 
Berlin’s 14-months’ respite from 
air attack was ended by the RAF’s smashing one-two 
punch and Berliners made their first acquaintance with 
the block-buster, so much more devastating than any­ 
thing Goering has been able to deliver over London. In 
Africa, General Montgomery set his Eighth Army in 
motion again and Rommel is again on the run. 
And 
in Russia, where there has been n-> lull, to Hitler’s 
sorrow, the re-surgent Red army gives new evidence 
of its tremendous reserve power by adding another 
offensive* to tile half dozen already rolling forward. 
Everywhere the initiative is with the Allies.
